Yesterday's rain fall was of 


inestimable value to Lee coun- 
ty farmers, according to a 
statement by Charles E. Yale, 
county farm advisor at Am- 
boy today. 


.In the Dixon area the rain 


fall was 1.47 while in some 
other sections, particularly 
the south east section of the 
county, a much heavier rain 
fall was reported. In some 
sections, it was the first rain 
since Good Friday. Crops 
were suffering in the north 
east section of the county 
where oats, corn and soy 
beans, including gardens were 
badly in need of moisture. 


The County Farm Advisor 


reported good soaking rains 
throughout the south west 
section of Lee county, while 
in the south east, a heavy 
soaking rain was reported to- 
day. East of Ashton in one 
section the rain fall was two 
inches but in the vicinity of 
Rochelle and Steward, the 
rain fall was light. Generally 
speaking Farm Advisor Yale 
stated, Lee county received a 
timely and helpful rain. 


Farmers in the Dixon area 


reported that the oats crop 
would benefit; greatly from 
yesterday's rain, and corn and 
soy bean crops are now good. 


No damaging wind storms 


were reported in any area in 
the county.

Sales Tax Boost

—A proposed increase in the state 
sales tax haa been turned down 
fey the HlinoU state senate. 
* Only' eight senators voted last 
aighr for the bill by Senator 
Jloland V. Libonati (D-Chicago) 
calling for a 1960 statewide vote 
on boosting the tax from two to 
three per cent, and earmarking the 
extra cash for new state buildings. 


The bill needed 26 votes for

universities. 


He proposed a referendum on 


the question of issuing bonds to 
finance new construction, payable 
from an increased sales tax.

jacket removed from the bullet 
pierced body of her 16-year-old 
daughter was placed on a bench, 
in front 
of her. Pat's 
body, 


weighted with concrete, was found 
in the river March 20. The state 
claims Babich killed her to pre- 
vent her from telling that her 
sister, Kathleen, was pregnant. 


Mrs. Birmingham 
was 
ques- 


tioned by Dist. Atty. William Mc- 
Cauley principally about the part 
Milton Babich took in the search 
for 
Patricia 
between Feb. 10, 


when she disappeared, and March 
17. 


She said Milton told her the 


West Allis police were "not doing 
all they could do—they could look 
more." And she added that she 
told him "I knew that Patricia 
would not run away." Then—Mrs. 
Birmingham again sobbed. 


Babich With Family 


Mrs. Birmingham told of a trip 


to Chicago and suburbs the week- 
end of March 13 looking for trace 
of Patricia. She said that when 
she returned she told a family 
gathering at which Milton was 
present that she was sure "We'd 
have Patricia home by the end of 
the week." Pat's body was found 
the following Sunday. 


The gun used in the slaying of 


Patricia was expected to play a 
major role in the trial today. 


The prosecution plans to call 


to the stand Prof. J. H. Mathews 
of the University of Wisconsin, 
who made tests of the weapon 
after it was recovered from the 
Milwaukee river by a magnet. 


The weapon was found near the 


spot where Patricia's weighted 
body was lifted from the river 
March 
20. It 
was 
identified 


through its serial number as the 
one Babich says he purchased last 
January and produced on Feb. 10 
to frighten Patricia so she couldn't 
reveal that her sister, Kathleen, 
was pregnant. 


The 19-year-old defendant, who 


eloped with Kathleen three days 
before Patricia's body was found, 
March 20, has pleaded innocent to 
the murder charge. He contends 
that Patricia picked up the gun 
and that it went off twice when 
he grabbed for it.

hold of some of the isotopes. 


No isotopes have been sent to 


Russia, but some have gone to 
neighboring finland and Norway.

Washington, June 14—(AP) — 


The net income of farmers in the 
first half of 1949, is probably 
running at least 10 per cent below 
the same period vast year, the de- 
partment of agriculture estimated 
today. 


Cash receipts from farm opera- 


tions and probably the gross, in- 
come of farmers, will be down 
only about seven per cent. But the 
experts estimated that, farmers' 
production expenses haven't fallen 
as fast as their income so it will 
leave them less profit. They said 
the coat of items the farmers have 
to buy is down only about three 
per cent. 


The report by the Bureau of 


Agricultural economics estimated 
the farmers are receiving vabout 
Sll.900,000,000 from marketings 
this year, compared with 512,800,- 
000,000 in the first six months of 
1948. Farmers' sold more than 
they did in the first six months of 
1948 but prices were down about 
10 per cent. 


Receipts from livestock

estimated at around 57,400,000,000

000,000, three per cent more than

According to the Washington correspondents,- even ad- 


ministration stalwarts have come to the conclusion that re- 
peal of the principles of the Taft-Hartley act, and return to 
the one-sided Wagner act, will never be accomplished. The 
temper of congress, as well as that of the public, is clearly 
against going to this extreme. 


• What gives this matter a special significance is that after 


the last national election the labor leaders openly claimed 
credit for the result, and apparently believed that from then 
on they would be given blank checks when it came to order- 
ing legislation. 


Yet the labor leaders have never been able to demonstrate 


anywhere near as much power as they claim—nor have they 
been able to control their own union members. To take one 
example, in the 1948 primaries the CIO-PAC group, which 
was most active politically, formally opposed 109 members 
of congress, who had voted for the Taft-Hartley measure. Of 
these 97 won. Furthermore, of the 12 who lost, only three 
came from industrial states where organized labor consti- 
tutes an important percentage of the total vote. 


The rank and file of union members—the men and wom- 


en who pay the dues and do the work—are not vocal. The 
leaders do the talking and make the news columns. But every 
available fact indicates that union people, like the rest of the 
people, vote according to their own convictions, and not in 
accordance with the dictates of any boss. The evidence also 
indicates that a great many loyal union members believe that 
the Taft-Hartley act, in most of its provisions, is sound and 
fair, and has done much to free organized labor of despot- 
ism and racketeering at the top.

These contain moral 
and intellectual impulses more vi- 
tal then even profits, for from 
them alone comes national prog- 
ress." 


Orphaned at 10

Officials of Topomodel, Ins., said
